Mr. Atamian said. “A small group 
broke off and called themselves 
the Ancients. The oldest group 
renamed themselves the 
Moderns, They eventually 
rejoined to become AF & AM.” 
He said that their official name is 
the Friendship Lodge, AF & AM, 
which means Ancient Freemen 
and Accepted Masons. “In 2001 
we'll be celebrating our 100th 
anniversary,” Mr. Atamian added. 

“We no longer restrict mem- 
bership to stone masons. We're 
open to nonoperational masons,” 
Mr. Atamian said. He said that 
they've kept the tradition of a 
maleonly membership, but 
opened the enrollment to include 
all professions. “The organiza- 


tion is not political or religious. 
We don’t exclude any men [from 
joining],” he said. “We're affiliat- 
ed with women’s organizations 
like Eastern Star, Rainbow and 
DeMolay.” He said that some of 
the wives of the members belong 
to those organizations. 

“Your position in life has no 
bearing on your position in the 
lodge.” He said that membership 
requires the applicant be free- 
born, male, and of lawful age 
either 18 or 21, depending upon 
the state in which the applicant 
lives. “For years, we weren't 
allowed to ask people to join. We 
had to make it an organization 
that people asked to join. It’s 
been changing over the years. 
It’s now permissible to indirectly 
ask individuals to apply,” Mr. 
Atamian said. 

He said that the Masons have 
lodges in Japan, Panama and 


China among other places in the 
world. “We don’t come under a 
National Grand Lodge. There’s 
no central lodge that governs the 
others.” He said that there are 50 
grand lodges within the United 
States. “The first grand lodge 
started in England, the second in 
Ireland and the third started in 
Massachusetts.” 

“We don’t allow politics or reli- 
gion to be discussed at our meet- 
ings,” he said. He said that since 
the organization is a fraternal 
one, if members visit other lodges 
in different parts of the country, 
that commonality would make 
them welcomed. 

“We have 5,000 members 
across Massachusetts,” Mr. 
Atamian said. “We've assisted in 
the 4th of July celebration, sup- 
plied refreshments for marchers 
in the Memorial Day parade and 
other community services,” Mr.

The Superfund is a federal 
fund for the clean-up of severely 
polluted areas. 

Chalpin hopes McDonald Road 
will be included in the Rocco’s 
Landfill Superfund application, 
but he added the EPA could 
remediate site to the point where 
superfund money -would not be

“It was a big jump from high 
school to college,” said Nasiff. “You 
faced’ better players, more skilled 
players and you saw a lot more 


sophisticated offenses and defenses. 
In high school you would (execute) 
a 5-2 (defensive alignment), but in 
college you did a lot 4-4, 5-2 or 6-1 
(formations).” 

Nasiff said he was one of the 
smaller linemen on the team stand- 
ing at 5'8, 200 pounds, but said he 
would lose around 12 pounds after 
every game.

Curing student-athlete injuries 


In many ways, Jim Leonardo 
has been a big influence

When an athlete plays a game or 
participates in a practice, there is 
the risk that he/she may suffer an 
injury. The athlete may break a 
bone, tear an ACL, or just throw 
their back out of whack. In any 
case, however, the injured athlete 
is going to need help rehabbing 
their injury so that they can once 
again ecdtinaes arid the 

For the past 18 years, 
Wilmington’s own Jim Leonardo 
has been a physical therapist and 
has worked hard to rehabilitate 
athletes with injuries and get them 
back to being competitors 

“It is easy for me to extend my- 
self when people are injured,” said 
Leonardo, who will work overtime 
to help people get healthy including 
many WHS student-athletes over 
the years. “I really love what I do.” 

Leonardo became interested in 
physical therapy while attending 
Boston University. An athlete him- 
self, Leonardo ran the high hurdles 
for the BU track team and like most 
athletes, suffered a few minor inju- 
ries. 

“I sported some injuries,” said 
Leonardo, commenting on his track 
days. “But, they helped get me in- 
terested in physical therapy.” 

Leonardo graduated from BU in 
1977 and earned his graduate de- 
gree in 1982. Four years later, in 
1987, Leonardo opened his own prac- 
tice in Wilmington called Leonardo 
Physical Therapy. 

Over the next 13 years, Leonardo 
did what he does best. He worked 
hard to get his patients healthy. It 
did not matter whether the person 
was old or young, an athlete or 
otherwise. If someone needed 
Leonardo's help, he lent a helping 
hand. 


One person who thinks very 
highly of Leonardo is Wilmington 
High School’s head coach of base- 
ball and soccer, Dick Scanlon. Last 
spring Scanlon began tosuffer lower 
back spasms and suffered from ar- 
thritis.

In actuality, Taylor notes that 
the literary comparison may not 
come right away but as she 
starts to write an essay, a quote 
or a piece of literature will 
come to mind.

Memory screening clinic 


Free, confidential memory 
screenings will be held through- 
out New England on Friday, 
October 29, as part of the first 
Regional Memory Screening 
Day sponsored by McLean 
Hospital and the Alzheimer's 
Association of Massachusetts. 


Residents who live in 
Massachusetts, Vermont and 
New Hampshire will have the 
opportunity to assess the 
“health” of their memory and 
learn the difference between 
normal forgetfulness and seri- 
ous memory loss. Individuals 
are invited to participate in the 
free screening and education 
program, or to bring a loved one 
who may be showing signs of 
memory loss. Participants can 
visit one of 10 screening sites, 
and must not have had previous 
ly diagnosed memory problems. 

“People are often confused 
about the differences in normal 
aging and serious memory 
impairment,” said Janet 
Lawrence, M.D., director of the 
Geriatric Psychiatry Outpatient 
Clinic and Memory Clinic, 


McLean Hospital. “They may be 
asking themselves, ‘If I can’t 
remember where I put my car 
keys or somebody’s. name, do I 
have Alzheimer’s ?’ This pro- 
gram will allow people to find 
out early if they have a memory 
problem that requires further 
evaluatian ” 

Participants who choose to 
have their memories evaluated 
will complete a series of simple 
exercises called The 7 Minute 
Screen. The 7 Minute Screen, a 
paper-and-pencil test, consists 
of four tests that measure a per- 
son's memory, language and 
other skills that typically deteri- 
orate in people with Alzheimer’s 
disease or other types of demen- 
tia. 

The Screen requires very lit- 
tle time - it takes an average of 
7 minutes and 42 seconds to 
complete. After the testing is 
complete participants will 
receive a private interpretation 
and referral (if needed) by a 
health professional.

To bag or 
not to bag 


Tossing grass clippings out 
with the weekly garbage is a 
thing of the past in most com- 
munities. Clippings and other 
yard debris now must be bagged 
separately and as with all 
refuse, the price of hauling it 
away has risen significantly. 

The easiest way to reduce 
yard waste is to mulch while you 
mow. It also has the added 
advantage of fertilizing your 
yard. The blade and deck of a 
mulching lawnmower are 
designed to work together, chop- 
ping up grass into tiny pieces 
that fall into your lawn and 
decompose, adding water and 
nutrients to your grass. 

“There’s no raking, no bag- 
ging and no mess,” said Bob 
Leidberg, of The Home Depot. 
“Just mow and Mother Nature 
will do the rest.” 

If mulching isn’t an option 
because the grass is too high 
and would simply blanket the 
lawn instead of help it, you will 
want to use a bag. 

Fortunately, discharge and 
bagging options are standard on 
most mulching mowers, though 
you may have to change the cut- 
ting blade and remove a plug 
from the chute to discharge or 
bag clippings.

Instead she performed in the 
first ever Jr. Olympics and there she won 
the preliminaries of the entire Northeast 
Region. 

She has seen and done it all. 

“I like it because you get to meet new 
friends, the competitions are a lot of fun 
and the experience of seeing new things. 
It helps you build confidence when you 
do well. You get to travel everywhere 
and (the team) becomes your family, so 
you get attached a lot,” said Gargan. 

Right now she practices twice a week 
in Chelmsford, and that will increase in 
a few weeks to an everyday practice of a 
few hours to gear up for the competitions 
which usually are right around Thanks- 
giving.

She said 
the little “kicks” she does during the 
routines are called an “elusion” and she 
adds them as well as various other dance 
moves to enhance the routine. She said 
doing cartwheels are forbidden, and the 
hardest thing to do is rolls, which is 
having the baton roll around one’s body. 

“She's a very dedicated little twirler,” 
said her instructor Maureen Dunn, who 
is also the color guard instructor for the 
Chelmsford High team. “She has been 
twirling the last two years with the 
(TMHS) band, but there she was very 
limited. This year I know she is disap- 
pointed that the band doesn’t perform 
anymore.

Shawsheen Tech learned Saturday 
that too many turnovers will almost al- 
ways result in a loss. 

It was a rough homecoming for the 
Purple Rams, as the Whittier Wildcats, 
led by junior running back Tom Diaz (105 
yards, three touchdowns) soundly de- 
feated Shawsheen Tech, 27-6, on a 
beautiful October afternoon in Billerica.
